During the next quarter it la our Intention to continue to develop 
leads in much the same fashion as is the past quarter, he will continue to 
recruit in two broad oategorlesi A. daman oititens living in areas which 
we believe to be of »<*«■>» interest to the oppositions B. PBRTOtfi 
citizens with German names who are residents of the Federal Republic of Germany. 


A. We plan In the immediate future recruitment approaches to four 
German oitlxans for ttoom we presently have PQAa. At the same time, we plan 
to submit for tracing and POA the names of several other prospects upon whom 
we have acquired biographic data and who we believe will make excellent choices 
as witting UDe. Research has been continuing and various address books checked 
for people **» nay be of interest for SU> recruitment. Approximately one quarter 
of the Xerlsrtihe address book has been searched for the names of persons who art 
carried in the book as pensioned. This effort has netted us a list of forty-two 
names which will be checked out and approached for initial Interview* as time 
permits and requirem ent s for VU)» In the Karlsruhe ares arise. Additionally, we 
are continuing to check newspaper advertisements in various areas of geographic 
Interest for people ifeo are asking for part-time work. During tbs past quarter 
we have sent seventeen questionnaires, representing ourselves as an unnamed 
mDM government agency, to people looking for part-time work end have 
received six replies. Two of these may be valid CABATON leads. 

B. We have bean and will oontlnue searching for qualified now 
leads among tbs PSnWB citizens residing In the Federal Republic of Germany- 
One recruitment bee been made, CABATCW-101, from among this group. We have 
collected s large number of microfilms from the Frankfurt and Stuttgart ODACZD 
files tdd.chgl.vsa us the names and addresses of these people. We v*_L taka likely 
leads from among these names as we require more witting I1B& In the Frankfurt 
area and as time allows. We have recently received a new group of microfilms, 
considerably larger tbm the first, covering TOPR2MB oitlaene in the Munich 
CflACTP area and we plan to screen these as needed. It would appear that within 
this group of expatriates we have quits a large group of possible c A BATON lead*, 
bat we wlah to develop these leads with discretion aa we do not believe w® can 
afford to invest too heavily in one type of CABATON asset. 
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OTHER MAIL PACXUTXHBt 

During tbs past quarter we have not acquired any new posit offio# 
boxes but so have store than Bade for this through thoocroaticn of new anti 
clean military cover units which are serviced by the Army Postal Service. 

The new procedure allows the UDs to send their operational mall directly to 
the cover unit through the Qeraan Poet Office and the APO. For this purpose 
we have created two new cover units, Opinion Research Groups "'hieh wa are 
now using for the receipt of Bail fr om G erman LSDa, and The Soclologioal anti 
Economic Reporta Unit for Ball fros P0P5HMK residents of The Federal Republic. 
Both of these unite have had large asounta of teat letters sent to them and 
have been found to be sufficiently reliable for operations! use. All ne* 
are being transferred to this new ayetea as quickly as operational maetlngo 
can be arranged. This ayetea is serving a double purpose. Shortage of c esc 
officers has Bade it laperative that we find soae simpler and less time- 
consuming e^M of collecting the operational nail at ROB and at the sano 
time we have been forced to find sane sore secure ways to 'receive sail without 
the use of the Oman post offloe boxes which are becoming insecure through 
long use arai are difficult to replace. Aa we stitch to the use of military 
oover unite and dispose of over-used postoofflce boxes, we hope to be able 
to save a good part of the ten hours a week of case officer time now spent 
in collecting the operational mall from widely dlpperaad Frankfurt post office 
boxes.

During this reporting period there have been no security problems. 

The security review done on CABATQH-25 in relation to thef^ J operation

How that a number of the marginal LCDs have been ier.-siuntci and 
aoae of the aore obvious possible security problems examined and corrected, 
the nwber of caas officers assigned to the CAEATON operation hua once again 
been reduced to two. Proa time to time, additional case officers will be 
assigned on a part-time besla in order to assist in some of the more tin’s- 
consuming research and canvassing operations required in the course of the 
development of new leads but. essentially, the day to day work of the 
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apportion their time between the maintenance of existing assets and the 
acquisition of new agents for the project. In the course of the next quarter, 
we hope to besble to continue to recruit at approximately the saae rate as 
heretofore, balancing our efforts between the continued recruitment of Gerasan 
citizens and our new program of recruiting PBPRIME citizens residing in the 
Federal Republic.
